We are a group primarily of senior citizens who live 
at Hyatt Court and FDR Housing projects. We are

* We fought for a nutrition site to serve senior citizens 
in public housing. We got a Meals on Wheels program to 
serve 25 shut-ins at FDR and Hyatt Court. 


* We fought with a city-wide coalition to have more recreation, 
more jobs, and better police protection in Newark. 

recreation centers to stay open 2 extra weeks, one park fixed 
up, and a swimming pool on the list to be fixed. 


* We appeared in paper chains at a Board of Commissioners 
Meeting of Housing Authority, because we feel we're prisoners 
in our own homes without security guards. 


* We delivered a 2-foot long anniversary card to Mr, Buck, 
Executive Director of Housing, symbolizing 2 years of empty 
promises--no security, inadequate maintenance and social 
service. 


* We demonstrated at 57 Sussex Ave., Housing Authority, 
singing, "You spend lots of money, but not for us," to the 
tune of "He's Got the Whole World in His Hands." 


* We won dumpsters af Hyatt Court which had been on order 
since July 1979...and dumpsters at FDR. 


* We won shades at FDR and Hyatt Court, 


* We won minor repairs, and promises of painting, new 
window panes, and new windows. 


* We've won little things. But mostly we've gotten 
empty promises. We didn't win security guards or a 
larger maintenance crew. We're used to hearing promises. 
Housing Authority thinks it can keep us quiet by making 
us promises. But we know we have a lot more to fight for 
to make housing a better place to live—and to let Housing 
Authority know that we're not going to go away.
